PERFORMED FOR INS QUADRUPLED THIS YEAR BECAUSE OF SOUTH- 
EAST ASIA REFUGEE PROGRAM (SEARP). VISA STAFF DEVOTED 
2,579 MAN-HOURS TO SEARP (OVER AND ABOVE MAN-HOURS PUT 
IN BY PIT POSITION TRANSFERRED TO VISA STAFF FOR EXPRESS 
PURPOSE OF WORKING ON SEARP). THESE MAN-HOURS (1,750 
FSL; 829 AMERICAN) WERE ADDITION TO 600 REGULARLY 
DEVOTED TO PROCESSING PETITIONS, HANDLING LOST AR CARD 
CASES, PROCESSING REQUESTS FOR EXTENSION OF RE-ENTRY 
PERMITS AND ASSISTING VISITING INS OFFICERS IN PROCESS- 
ING APPLICANTS FOR 7TH PREFERENCE STATUS. 

SEVENTY PERCENT (UP FROM 60 PERCENT IN FY-74) OF

RATE FOR REMAINDER FY-76 (ACTUAL INCREASE FIRST SEVEN 
MONTHS OF FY-76 WAS 31.1 PERCENT); TWIN ATTRACTIONS 

OF US BICENTENNIAL AND US-FRANCE INFLATION DIFFERENTIAL, 
E.G., IT IS CHEAPER TO SHOP IN NEW YORK THAN PARIS, 

WILL CONTINUE INTO FY 77; CURRENT FRENCH ECONOMIC 
RECOVERY WILL BRING RETURN IN FYS-77 AND 78 TO PRE- 
RECESSION PATTERN OF ANNUAL INCREASE OF MORE THAN 15

6. REMARKS AND JUSTIFICATION FOR SCHEDULE HI: TOTAL 
SCS CASES FOR FY-75 FELL SHORT OF ESTIMATE IN LAST 
YEAR'S CONSULAR PACKAGE LARGELY BECAUSE OF DECLINE IN 
NOTARIAL SERVICES IN LAST HALF FY-75. HOWEVER, ECONOMIC 
REVIVAL HAS ALREADY REVERSED THIS DECLINE. GENERAL 
TREND IN NUMBER OF SCS CASES FOR NEXT FEW YEARS APPEARS 
TO BE CONSTANTLY UPWARD. TWO VARIATIONS IN THIS CURVE: 

1) UNUSUALLY LARGE NUMBER OF WAV CASES GENERATED BY 
FRENCH POSTAL/PHONE STRIKE IN FY-75 AND 2) NOTARIAL 
SERVICES FOR FY-76 EXPECTED TO BE WELL ABOVE NORMAL 
LEVEL BECAUSE OF ELECTION YEAR REQUIREMENTS. OF ALL 
SCS OPERATIONS, BIGGEST INCREASE BY FY-78 PROJECTED FOR

HALF FY-76) OF W/W CASES INVOLVING MENTAL ILLNESS AND 
REPATRIATION WHICH REQUIRE DISPROPORTIONATE AMOUNT OF 
TIME. EXTRADITION CASES, HANDLED SOLELY BY CONSULAR 
SECTION, ARE SHARPLY INCREASING (SEVEN CASES INVOLVING 
TWELVE PERSONS IN FIRST HALF OF FY-76) AND TAKING MORE 
SCS TIME (ABOUT TEN HOURS PER CASE) ALTHOUGH NOT 
REFLECTED IN ABOVE STATISTICS.

ATTRIBUTED PARTLY TO INTEREST IN BICENTENNIAL PASSPORTS, 
PARTLY TO ECONOMIC RECOVERY. POST NORMALLY ISSUES 
ABOUT TWICE AS MANY PASSPORTS IN SECOND HALF FISCAL 
YEAR, WHICH INCLUDES SUMMER MONTHS, THAN FIRST HALF. 
WITH 1,965 PASSPORTS ISSUED FIRST HALF FY-76, 6,000- 
PLUS ESTIMATE FOR FULL YEAR SEEMS REALISTIC. LOST 
PASSPORTS ALSO INCREASING, E.G. POST HAS 1 14 LOST

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AMERICAN AND THREE FSL FULLTIME POSITIONS REQUESTED ARE 
NEEDED TO PROPERLY STAFF NIV BRANCH, GIVEN ITS 
STEEPLY INCREASING WORKLOAD. THOUGH MANHOUR PROJECTIONS 
APPEAR TO JUSTIFY GREATER STAFF ADDITIONS, POST FEELS 
REMAINING GAP CAN BE MADE UP THROUGH ADDITIONAL 
IMPROVEMENTS IN PRODUCTIVITY. (PROGRAM OF SPACE 
RENOVATION HAS JUST BEEN COMPLETED, ONE AIMED AT
